SIX KILLED AND THIRTY HURT 
IN COLORADO MINE EXPLOSION 


Seventy-five Men When 
Accident. Occurs, but Most of Them

Flowers Strewn Over 

At many cities and towns sehool children 

and young women had strewn ers on. the 

track, hiding the rafis, and the wheels 
éut their way throngh the fragrant miassées 
of blooms spread aut to show the felt 
for the dead President. 

The whole country seemed to have assem- 
bled its population at the sides of the track 
over which the funeral train passed. The 
thin lines through the mountains and the 
sparsely settled districts thickened at the 
little hamlets, covered acres in towns sud- 
denly grown to the proportions of respectable 
cities, and were congested into vast es hl 
tudes in the larger cities. ' 


Work of Every Kind Suspended. 
Work was suspended in field and mine and | 
city. The schools were dismissed. And 
everywhere appeared the trappings and to- 
kens of woe. A miltion flags at half-mast 


dotted hillside and valley and formed a | 


thicket of color over the’ cities. And from 


‘almost every banner streamed a bit of crape. 


At all the larger towns and cities after the 
train got into Pennsylvania militiamen 
drawn up at present arms kept back the 
enormous crowds, 

Gaze in Silence on Casket. 
The silence with which the countless teow | 
sands viewed the remains of their bere was 
oppressive and profound. j 

Only the rumbli of .the train’s 
the sobs from men and women with tear- 
stained faces, and the doleful tolling of the 
church bells broke on the ear. ‘At several 
places—W illiamsport Harrisburg, and Bal- 
timore—the chimes played Cardinal 
man’s grand hymn. | 

Taken altogether the journey was the Legit 
remarkable demonstration of universal per- 
sonal sorrow since Lincoln was borne to his 


grave. 
Bier Ever in View of People. 

_ Every one of those ‘who came to pay their 
last tribute to the dead had an opportunity 
to catch a glimpse of the flag-covered bier 
elevated to in the observation car at 
the rear of the train. f 

There was no other bit of bright color to 
catch the eye on this train of death. The 
locomotive was shrouded in black, the cur- 
tains of the cars in which sat the widow, 
the relatives of the President, Cabinet offi- 
cers, and others were drawn. The whole 
black train was like a shuttered house, save 
only for that last car, wheré the body lay 
guarded by a soldier of the army a nanner 
of the navy. 


Farms Abandoned for Day. 
It was not solely in and near the towns and 
villages these mute mourners stood as the 
train, with steady, even pace, swept by. In 
the depths of the country -tself, far away 


‘from centers of population, were clusters of 


people whose travel-stained vehic'es bore 
evidence of long journeys, begun perhaps 
with the early dawn, to the nearest point on 
the railroad where the train would pass. — 

It Was no mere morbid curiosity that 
brought them there. That was evidenced by 
the sad faces and the simple emb!ems of sor- 
row that they bore, touching little badges and 
draperies that told of sympathetic work of 
women’s hands in remote farmhouses, the 
symbols above all others that most would 

ory they were wrought. 

"Even more impressive than these were the 
farm laborers in the distant fields halting 
in their work and standing with bared mqae 
as the train passed by. | 

Women and Children ‘Mourn. 

But above all was remarkable the vast 
outpouring of women and children, It was 
the story of Buffalo throngs repeated over 

in this respect. By the freemasonry 
of their sex the women of America seem to 
have exalted the late President as repre-. 
sentative of all that is tender and most 
chivalrous ih the relations of husband to 
wife. And then, constaritly before t eyes 
is the picture of that gentle-faced Wufferer 
who in the bewildered hopelessness of her 
grief is moving through all thie funeral 
gloom as one ina dream, scarce grasping the 
utter obliteration of all ‘there is in life that

SAD RETURN TO WHITE HOUSE. 


Body of Dead President Placed in East 
Room of Executive Mansion 


, D. C., Sept. 16.—{Spectal.J— 
In the east room at the White House, where 
President McKinity so often was the central 
figure of notable gatherings, tonight rests 
the dead body of the executive. It is his 
last night.in the place he had made his home 


Up-stairs the widow occupies the room 
where she underwent so much suffering and 
where. she: was nursed back to health by the 
husband’ who now is lost to her for 


the immediate family, the 
guards, and the servants, the executive 
mansion is deserted, the public retiring and 
leaving those nearest and dearest to the 
dead President alone-with their grief. 


Military in Charge of Mansién. 

Military rule was established at the White 
House today in completing the preparations 
for the funeral.. Early in the day, Brigadier 
General Barry, Assistant Adjutant General 
of the army, took command, relieving the

Néver Such a Floral Display. 


The display of floral tributes deposited in 
the east room was perhaps never equaled 
in the history of a public or private funeral 
in the United States. _The predominating 
emblems were:laurel wreaths, but they were 
80 diversified in construction and ornamenta- 
tion with colored flowers and ribbons that 
no two pleces were actually alike. 

One of the most striking set pleces was an 
tmmense shield, appropriately inscribed, and 


“The American Army in the Philippines ” 
This floral tribute was made up on an order 
by cable at a cost of over $500. Another strik- 
ing piece was an immense floral pedestal, sur- 
mounted by a floral wreath, standing twelve 
feet high. This came from the Commissioner 
of Pensions and his associates in the Pension 
bureau. There were magnificent wreaths 
from Mrs. Garret A. Hobart, the wife of the 
late Vice President, also one from the gov- 
ernment of Costa Rica, one from the Presi- 
dent of Costa Rica, Rafael igiesais. . 

An immensé laurel wreath, decorated with 
yellow, blue, and red ribbons, came from the 
Colombian Legation. There was also an 
immense wreath of orchids inscribed from the 
Municipality of Havana, Cuba. 


Many Send Elaborate Tributes.

Apartment of Historig Interest. 

President McKinley's body rested tonight 
in the stately and historic ‘east room, in 
which have taken place many events s0 
closely, connected with the history of the 

overnment. This famous room, which has 

n used for receptions to the diplomatic 
corps, the judiciary, including the Supreme 
Court, the army and navy, and the general 
public, is forty feet wide, elghty-two feet 
long, and: has a ceiling twenty-two feet high, 
from the panels of which depend three mag- 
nificent chandeliers of cut glass. 

In this apartment are eight carved mantels, 
surmounted by sg mirrors. In the wail 
panels are hung full length portraits of Gen- 
eral Washington, Martha Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson, and Abraham Lincoln. 
The portrait of Washington is the one which 
is sometimes called the ‘“‘ Larisdowne Stuart,” 
the original of which, it is claimed, was 
painted for the Marquis of Lansdowne. Al-

‘Crowd Surrounds White House. 


Long beforé 8 o’clock the crowd began to 
assemble.around the gates of the White 
House. Both sides df Pennsylvania avenue 
as far as the eye could reach was a mass of 
men, women, and children, massed behind 
the ropes waiting for the arrival of the 
funeral party. It seemed that the entire 
population of Washington had turned out 
and assembied on Pennsylvania avenue be- 
tween the White Mouse and the railroad 
depot to view the solemn procession.

Arrival: at White House. 

That was all until the White House was

He remained not more than. ten minutes. 
Then entering his carriage with his former 
cotinpanions he ‘was driven to the residence 
of Captain Cowles, 1733 N street northwest.

Gage -good-by and entered the house with 
Captain Cowles. Mrs. Roosevelt and her 
son, Teddy Jr., were already there, having 
arrived in the. afternoon from New York, 
and the family, with Captain and Mrs.

The president said: he was tired, 
and by 11:30'o’clock he ‘was fast asleep. - 

President’s Plans for Today. 
Tomorrow morning he will leave the Cowles 
residence for the White House at 8 o’clock 
to take part in the funeral ceremonies. He 
will accompany the remains to.Canton in the 
evening, and immediately return to Washing- 
ton, but only.Jong enough to take his family 
back to.Oyster Bay, where -he will stay in- 
definitely. Indeed, it is quite likely that so 
fas as known that place will be the seat of 
government for the next month or so. This 
will give. the McKinley family abundance 
of time to remove its furniture from the 
White House. 

_. . President’s Wite Arrives. 
As Commander Cowles and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
accompanied by’ Mrs., Cowles, and Teddy 
Roosevelt Jr., the eldest son of the President, 
alighted from the carriage, at 4 o’clock in the , 
afternoon, /before the Cowles residence, | 
scarcely a person noticed the group. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was attired in a tailor-made black 
gown of great simplicity and elegance, wore 
a black hat and veil, and walked quietly into 
the house. An air of intense sadness seemed 
to hang over the entire party. Young Roose- 
velit wore a simple suit of black, and both 
Commander and Mrs. Cowles were dressed 
in the same somber garb of mourning. 
Almost all of the houses of the neigh 
hood were closed for the summer, and t 
coupled with the deserted sidewalks, gave 
the street a desolate air, and the party, with- 
out looking either up or down, went quickly 
into the darkened house. 
Mrs. Cowles is the sister of President 
Roosevelt, and it was natural that the Pres- 
ident should, at this time, go to her home, 
just as he did during the inaugural cere- 
monies. The President rented an imposing 
residence: in the northwestern part. of the 
city last spring, but little has so far been 
done toward getting it into living order, and 
since the calamity, which gives him the 
White House as @ residence, the agents of 
the property e been taking prospective 
renters thro the house. 

Pians as to Residence. 
While it is an old, established custom for 
the retiring President to leave the White 
House on the morning of the inauguration 
day and the new President to take up his 
abode there in the evening, the plan is neces- 
sarily changed on such an occasion as the 
present, and it will be some weeks before 
the White House will be ready to receive 
the new President, The absence of the Mc- 
‘Kinleys from the White House, and there 
being still a large amount of personal proper- 
ty not conyeyed to Canton, it will require 
them some time to make arfangements for 
leaving. 
In the meantime, Mrs. McKinley will oc- 
cupy her own rooms, and almost the only 
change in them was the removal of Presi- 
dent McKinley's small, white, iron bed that 
stood within a few feet of hers.

General Miles’ fine old-fashioned resi- 
dence is just opposite, and while a number 
of other officers of high rank are rea it 
‘has, since General Miles’ residence in the 
street, become almost exclusively a resort for 
army pople. 

The temporary Executive Mansion con- 
tains fourteen rooms and is homelike.: Two 
large drawing-rooms and a dining-room, di- 
vided by a cozy reception hall, make up the 
first floor, while a library and two bedrooms, 
both of which are now occupied by the Presi- 
one, with a well- 
ordered bath, make, up the second floor. 

One of the most attractive things seen on 
entering the hallway is @ fine pair of antlers, 
a trophy of the President’s famous hunt, pre- 
sented to his sister, Mrs. Cowles. Other rare 
and beautiful gifts and souvenirs tell of the 
President’s Hrowess in many parts of the 
country. 

The entire house, while not elaborate, has 
about it an air of great taste and refinement. 
When the President and Mrs. Roosevelt were 
here during the inauguration the Roosevelt 
children were parceled out among the 
friends and. relatives living in Washing- 
ton. This lack of room, as well as the sad 
errand, partly. accounts for the rest of the 
little children remaining inthe Bast. . 

The residence rented by Prsident Roosevelt 
just after the inauguration is located but two 
block from the Cowles residence, being at the 
corner of Rhode Island avenue ‘and Seven- 
street. 

‘Plans Are Not Definite. 

No. ‘definite plans for the temporary. vest- 
dence of the President's family have yet been 
made, but if Mrs, Roosevelt brings her fam- 
ily 'to Washington at.once they will go to 
the. Rhode Island avenue house now being 
arranged. If she returns East the President 
doubtless will retain: his residence with his 
sister. 

For the first: time since the death of Presi- 
dent Garfield, when President Arthur made 
his -home with Senator Jones of Nevada, a 
private residence has become the home of a 
President, except when President Madison 
occupied the famous old octagon house after 
‘the firing of the White House by the British. 

Both General Grant and President Lincoln 
occupied the cottage built for the President’s 
summer abode at the Soldiers’ Home, but 
since then it has been given over to other 


purposes.

‘President McKinley was a firm believer in | 
life insurance, having ¢arrié¢d policies ever 
since his young manhood. He is known to 
have had at least $75,000 at the time of his 
death. His largest policy was one for 
$50,000 in the New York Life, and was writ- 
ten in 1896 by R. D. Bokum, Illinois manager 
of the Mutual Benefit Life, but at that time 
manager for northern Ohio for the New 
York company. 

Mr. Bokum was an old acquaintance of 
Mr. McKinley’s, and took the matter up with 
him in October of the campaign year, a 
few weeks before the election. Major Mc- 
Kinley said he was carrying about $25,000 
and knew he ought to have more, but did 
not want to take more than he could carry 
if the election should go wrong. He finally 
fixed upon. $50,000 life policy, the 
annual premium being $2,795 

After his election, his financial affairs be- 
ing easier, he changed this to a fifteen-year 
endowment, maturing in 1911, when he would 
have been 68 years old. The annual premium 
on this policy was $4,125, so that the Presi- 
dent had paid $16,500 on it. Another premium 
would have been due next month. The policy 
will pay $50,000, with dividends added. 

President McKinley took out a tontine 
policy in the New York Life when he was 
first in Congress and matured it at the end 
of ten years, He then took another policy in 

the company for a small amount, through 
Dr. William Stoddart, at that time its agent 
at Canton. 

In addition to this Mr. McKinley had a 
$5,000 policy in the Michigan Mutual, ming 
out in 1873 through Joseph 8. Saxton. a 
relative of his wife. About fifteen years 
later he took out another policy for the same 
amount in the same company. He also car- 
ried a $5,000 policy tn the Connecticut Mutual,

TO ARRIVE TOMORROW. 


President. Loubet Starts. for 
Dunkirk to Meet the 
Royal Guest. 


GALE MAY STOP NAVAL SHOW 


PARIS, Sept. 16.~-The pians for the recep- 
tion to the Czar at Dunkirk and Complegne 
are complete, and the festivities will begin 
tomorrow, when President Loubet, with the 
Premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, and the: 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Deicasse, 
will start for Dunkirk. 

The preparations for guarding the Czar 
are extraordinary. Since the assassination 
of President McKinley the government has 
decided to carry oul a project, first con- 
sidered impracticable—namely: the guard- 
ing of the enffre track from Dunkirk to 
Compiegne with troops. The soldiers will 
be brought from various points in forty 
trains, and it is estimated that 50,000 men 
will be thus engaged. . 

It is an interesting fact that the authori- 
tles have arranged to have the newspaper 
reporters start a few minutes in advance, 
forming a pilot train for the imperial party. 

More troops arrived at Compiegne today, 
bringing the garrison up to 10,000 men. 
These will line the route from the station to 
the palace, and will form a complete cor- 
aon around the chAteau. Through this cor- 
don none will be allowed to pass unless 
with special permission. Orders for the iso- 
lation of the ch&teau will be rigorously en- 
forced. The palace guard must refuse ad- 
mission even to the General commanding the 
garrison of Compiegne. 


in Gorgeous Apartments. 

The apartments in the chAteau will be 
divided almost equally. right wing being 
given to the Czar and suite and the left 
being occupied by M. Loubet and the French 
functionaries. The magnificent room that 
unites the two wings, the walls of which 
are adorned with panoplies of arms, will 
be divided equally between the French and 
Russian aids. 

The finest apartments open on the terrace. 
These will be occupied by the Czar and 
Czarina. The walls are hung with priceless 
Gobelins, while the spacious salons contain 
handsomely molded chairs and settees up- 
holstered in rich tapestry. 

The bedchambers of the Russian Emperor 
and Empress retain respectively the couches 
of Napoleon I. and Marie Louise. 


Fear a Gale on Wednesday. 

A big incursion of visitors has begun. There 
is some anxiety regarding the success of the 
naval review on Wednesday owing to the 
gale that is sweeping the North Sea, and 
it ie doubtful whether the Czar will be able 
to go on board the President's vessel, the 
Cassini, from the Standart, without con- 
siderable risk unless the weather moderates 
greatly. 

Experiments made today with two vessels 
of similar tonnage determined the difficul- 
ties of such an operation. Instructions have 
been given to both the Standart and the Cas- 
sini to anchor close together if the sea should 
be rough, so as to minimize the dangers of a

YACHT RULES NEED REVISION. 


in Recent Inland 
Lake Regatta Due to Different In- 
terpretations of Regulations. 


The-regatta of the Inland Lake Yachting 
association held at Green Lake, Wis., demon- 
strated the fact that the racing rules under 
which the association holds its races are 
neither explicit nor perfect. A number of 
misunderstandings oceurred during the week. 
The first of importance was in regard to the 
measurement of the jib, the rule stating 
that jibs should be triangular sails, but al- 
lowing small clubs at the heads not exceed- 
ing 10 per cent of the base of the fore-tri- 
angle, a number of sails proved too long on 
the clubs and were altered by adding a 
small triangular plece of canvas above the 
club, thus evading the rule’by turning the 
club into a batten, while at the same time 
gaining all the advantages of a long club. 

The rule governing professionals also is 
lax. Considerable complaint was made 
about professional boat builders sailing on 
or handling yachts iIn-a race. Another 
point of controversy was the right of a 
yacht to luff to prevent another yacht from 
passing to windward after an overlap had 
been established.

This, it is 
said, practically gives the Rock Island the 
control of the line from Benson, Ari., te El 
Paso, Tex. 

Whether this Rock Island extension 
eventually ‘cross the Colorado desert and 
tap San Diego as a southwestern outlet 
has not been disclosed, but it is claimed that 
Rock Island surveyors and others have skir- 
mished the country between Pheenix and 
Yuma.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE, 


Punishment of Criminals. 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—[Editor of The Tribune. }]— 
Apropos of your editorial in this morning's issue, 
** Let Justice Be Done,’’ it seems to me that you 
overlook two questions which should properly be 
considered: (1) Why should the result of the at- 
tack make any difference in the punishment of the 
criminal? (2) Why do we not havea law to punish 
the a inal suitably: in case of the recovery of the 
victim 

Referring briefly to the first question, it is axio- 
matic that a man should be judged by his intent. 
The man who has murder in his heart but is pre- 
vented from carrying it out should be punished as 
a murderer. The fact that he has not been able 
to carry out his intentions should bé a matter for 
congratulation to society without in any way en- 
titling him to clemency. Had Czolgosz been pre- 
vented from making the attack he should still have 
been held the same as though he had succeeded, 
depending only upon the possibility of establishing 
the condition of mind which he himself admits 
existed. This view of the case seems s0 matter of 
course as to suggest that there must be some con- 
stitutional or legal grounds of which the layman 
is ignorant to prevent its being operative. 

Referring to the second question, the same neces- 
sity existed from the time of the attack on President 
Garfield until his death for the punishment of a 
man who should only attempt the life of the Presi- 
dent. Doubtless the same inadequacy of law was 
apparent during those two months, and yet, twenty 
years after we are in the same condition. The life 
of the President should be safeguarded in every 
possible way, and attacks should be both prevented 
and punished with all the ability of legislation; 
when this has been done the ingenuity which has 
protected the Chief Magistrate should be enlisted 
in behalf of the humbiest man in the United States, 
to the end that whether in the highest position in 
the gift of the people or going quietly to a modest 
home, the citizen of the United States may have 
immunity from = Anarchist, the ordinary assas-
